Markets and Requirements 
_ For Export Cattle 


' Experimental Farme Note 


Feeders of beef cattle may look with considerable assurance 
for a strong market for Properly Selected and Finished export 
beef on the hoof during the later part of April and the first 
weeks of May. No very great movement can take place before 
that time, for the terms of the cattle embargo removal, Which 
become effeetive Apvil Ist, atipniate that all cattle must be 
shipped from a Canadian port. Montreal is the logical econo- 
mical port for these shipments but it will not be open until 
about the end of April. A few shipments may go by way of Jlalifax 
or St. John in the meantime, but, on accotint of the high cost of 
rail transportation, the bulk will be held for the opening of the 
port of Montreal. Present indications point to a heavy demand 
from the British market as soon as it can be supplied.

(1) Major Rogers lived in this house 
in Waterville, Minnesota. He 
also died here. 


NE of the most difficult tasks in 

the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was to discover a way 
through the Rocky Mountains. A 
number of explorers tad made at- 
tempts to find @ way, but it remained 
for Major A. B. Rogers to discover 
the most feasible route, the route that 
was chosen, and is now known as 
Rogers Pass. 

Major Rogers was a true type of 
railway pathfinder. The reputation he 
had made in the United States as a lo- 
cating engineer and his advanced ideas 
on railway construction attracted the 
attention of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way officials, who engaged him to take 
charge of the mountain section from 
Savona’s Ferry in B.C., to Moose Jaw. 
He saw at once the problem that con- 
fronted him in finding a straighter 
road through the Selkirks, than (as 
was suggested) to follow the great 
bend northward of the Columbia River, 
a distance of over two hundred miles. 
He found the near way by following; 
the South fork of ‘the IMecillewaet |

Canada has sometimes been up 
braided with being less quick to 
adopt new ideas than her neighbor,| 
the United States. While this more } 
conservative attitude may have its| 
drawbacks, it sometimes has its ad- 
vantages, as it enables us to study| 
the progress of experiments con 
ducted under similar conditions to} 
those pertaining to this country 
without being ourselves involved in| 
the penalties of failure. A case in 
point was the United States Gov 
ernment control of railroads during 
the war. Those who anticipated a new | 
Jerusalem from the experiment have) 
either confessed their disillusionment | 
or have diverted their enthusiasm to 
other visionary schemes. 

The extent to which the Ameri. | 
can railway is still crippled by | 
the recent experiment has not been 
thoroaghly recognized, and the al 
most equal danger of government 
over-regulation has been overlooked 
This official imterference stil inter 
feres with the stability of the rail-| 
roads, with the result that the capi- | 
tal required for necessary mainten-| 
ance and equipment is lacking, and 
the vigorous programme of erten 
sion and development which might | 
have been expected after the war is| 
mot yet announced. With a short- 
age of 180,000 freight cars and 2,000 
hocomotives, the American railroads 
have failed satisfactorily to handle 
the harvest or to distribute the much 
needed coal, For this they are not 
themselves to blame. As Secretary 
Hoover has frankly admitted, the 
American railroads are suffering 
from long-continued financial star- 
vation, and points out that the loss 
to the United States during each 
period of severe car shortage is at 
Jeast a billion dollars, most of the 
loss falling upon the farmers. 

In the United States, the farmer 
has been clamoring for reduction of 
freight rates, but of what advantage 
will those lower rates be to that 
farmer if they still further deprive 
the railroads of the credit required to 
buy the equipment for transporting 
the harvest to market? Lower rates 
cam only mean more unmarketed 
ors.

there are six pastry cooks. In adidi- 
tion, there are cooks who boi, exes, 
others who make tea, and others 
who make coffee.
